Briot’s  Pattern  for  a  silver  coinage 


The  recent  acquisition  of  a  rare  pattern  shilling  of  Charles  I  by  Nicholas  Briot, 
dated  1635,  prompts  us  to  comment  on  the  lack  of  a  detailed  corpus  of  the  works 
of  this  outstanding  engraver. 

The  coin  in  question  is  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  and  on  the  facing  page; 
it  is  also  listed  as  E70. 


It  is  a  most  interesting  type  with  the  reverse  inscription  archetypvs  moneta 
argenta  anglia  ('Pattern  for  the  silver  coinage  of  England’).  This  seems  to  be 
closely  associated  with  Briot’s  pattern  for  a  copper  coinage  (Peck  type  6)  which  has 
the  inscription  typvs  moneta  angl  aris.  Very  few  specimens  have  been  recorded, 
but  from  the  illustration  in  the  Murdoch  sale  (1903)  it  would  appear  to  be  his 
specimen,  which  was  listed  as  being  from  the  Thomas  Thomas  (1843),  Bergne,  Brice 
and  Montagu  (1896)  collections. 

The  only  other  specimen  of  which  we  have  a  record  in  recent  years  is  that  in  the 
Helen  Farquhar  collection  (1955)  which  was  slightly  damaged.

A  FIND  OF  AN  EARLY  BRITISH  QUARTER  STATER

The  coin  illustrated  was  recently  brought  to  the  Manchester  Museum  for  identi¬ 
fication.  It  was  a  random  surface  find  in  sparse  grassland  near  to  the  flinty  beach  on 
the  north  side  of  Hengestbury  Head,  Dorset,  in  July  1977. 

It  appears  to  be  a  quarter  stater,  of  base  gold,  attributed  by  Mack  to  the  Southern 
and  South-Eastern  Districts  c.  70-5  b.c.  It  measures  approx.  1 1  mm.,  and  its  weight 
is  21  grains.  (Illustration  enlarged  x2). 

The  obverse  design  suggests  a  horse’s  head  (r.)  with  a  sun  above.  It  is  slightly 
cup-shaped,  and  the  devices  on  the  reverse  resemble  those  illustrated  on  Plate  III, 
Nos.  41  and  43  in  R.  P.  Mack’s  “Coinage  of  Ancient  Britain”.  The  broken  centre 
line  and  the  “Y”  and  “r”  shaped  figures  appear  to  have  been  used  in  this  series  of 
Anonymous-Geometric-type  quarter  staters  of  the  middle  of  the  first  Century  b.c. 
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BELFAST  SCHOOL  OF  DESIGN’S  GREAT  EXHIBITION 

MEDALLION

When  Prince  Albert  and  a  group  of  friends  planned  a  Royal  Commission  to 
organise  a  spectacular  industrial  display  at  London  in  1851,  not  only  were  they  to 
create  the  famous  Crystal  Palace  to  house  “The  Great  Exhibition  of  the  Works  of 
Industry  of  All  Nations,”  they  also  encouraged  craftsmen  throughout  the  world  and 
presented  many  medallions.  Struck  in  copper  44  mm  diameter,  the  illustrated 
medallion  has  the  bust  of  Prince  Albert  facing  left  on  the  obverse.  The  legend  around 
reads  h.r.h.  prince  albert  president  of  the  royal  commission.  Under  the  bust 
appears  w.wyon  b.a.  The  reverse  has  a  globe  of  the  world  surrounded  by  laurel 
leaves.  Across  the  centre  in  a  scroll  is  the  word  exhibitor.  A  dove  rests  at  the  North 
Pole.  The  legend  around  reads  exhibition  of  the  works  of  industry  of  all  nations 
mdcccli.  The  incuse  edge  lettering  reads  united  kingdom,  class  30  no.  338.  Class 
No.  30  was  for  sculpture  and  models  and  exhibitor  No.  338  was  the  Belfast  School  of 
Design.  Established  in  1849  it  was  one  of  the  Government’s  art  instruction  centres 
set  up  in  important  manufacturing  towns  during  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
Previous  local  efforts  had  been  made  to  draw  attention  to  the  lack  of  facilities  for 
practical  art  training  in  Belfast.  And  as  early  as  1836  the  first  suggestion  of  a  School  of 
Design  appeared  in  the  “Address  to  the  Public”  which  prefaced  the  catalogue  of  the 
Great  Exhibition  of  the  “Belfast  Association  of  Artists”.  Among  other  objects  to  which 
it  was  proposed  to  devote  the  proceeds  of  the  exhibition;  was  the  establishment  of^ 
“A  normal  school  of  artistic  education  at  which  lectures  on  the  principles  of  designing^ 
and  colouring  will  be  an  essential  part.”  However,  it  was  not  until  1848  efforts  were 
made  to  get  such  a  school  established.  In  reply  to  official  enquiries,  it  was  stated  that 
local  subscriptions  of  £300  per  annum  could  be  relied  upon,  and,  in  fact,  due  to  the 
great  interest  taken  in  the  project,  a  sum  of  over  £400  was  subscribed  in  the  first  year. 
Various  Livery  Companies  gave  grants  and  the  school  also  received  an  annual  grant 
of  £600  from  the  Government. 

Lord  Dufferin  was  invited  to  become  president,  and  the  formal  inauguration  took 
place  in  early  1850.  Lord  Dufferin  proved  a  benefactor;  offering  a  prize  of  £50  in  the 
first  year  and  founding  a  scholarship  of  £20  per  annum.  Various  other  people  also 
offered  prizes  so  that  there  was  no  lack  of  encouragement  to  students.  Air.  Claude 
Lorrain  Nursey,  who  had  held  a  similar  post  at  the  Leeds  School  of  Design,  was 
appointed  headmaster.  The  course  of  instruction  was  the  same  as  in  other  Schools  of 
Design  and  comprised  drawing  from  fiat  copies  and  from  models  and  casts.  Plant 
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form  and  original  design  were  also  studied.  It  appeared  these  latter  two  were  studied 
superficially  for  the  government  inspector  subsequently  expressed  surprise  that  living 
plants  were  not  provided  for  the  students  and  no  design  was  considered  worthy  of  the 
large  prize  offered  by  Lord  Dufferin.  The  same  inspector  also  noted  the  lack  of  a 
proper  “sculpture  gallery”  but  despite  correspondence  with  the  Governors  of  the 
Royal  Academical  Institute  for  the  erection  of  such  a  special  room — nothing  came 
of  the  project. 

Although  a  great  educational  step  forward,  the  nationwide  Schools  of  Design  did 
not  fulfil  their  founders’  aspirations  for  a  variety  of  reasons.  Manufacturers  took  little 
interest  in  them;  possibly  because  the  instruction  given  in  the  majority  of  schools 
was  not  of  a  particularly  practical  nature  so  far  as  training  designers  for  industry  was 
concerned.  Whilst  in  London  at  a  special  committee  of  the  Council  of  the  Government 
School  of  Design,  Somerset  House,  strong  words  were  used  denouncing  the  Central 
School  as  “an  utter  and  complete  failure”  and  “that  the  provincial  schools  had  no 
pretension  to  be  called  Schools  of  Design.” 

The  Great  Exhibition  of  1851  tended  to  emphasize  the  deficiencies  of  British 
industrial  art  in  comparison  with  that  of  other  countries.  India,  especially,  exhibited 
fine  work  which  accentuated  the  inferior  designs  of  our  own  manufacturers  and 
craftsmen.  Renewed  efforts  were  made  to  remedy  the  problem  and  in  1852  a  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Practical  Art  under  the  Board  of  Trade,  was  established  to  supervise  work  of 
the  Schools  of  Design  and  to  advance  the  cause  of  industrial  art  generally.  This  was 
superceded  in  the  following  year  by  the  Department  of  Science  and  Art,  as  a  branch 
of  the  Education  Department.  A  wider  scheme  was  then  organised  and  a  new  system 
of  State  Aid  inaugurated.  Under  this  scheme  direct  grants  were  withdrawn  and  a 
system  of  payments  upon  examination  results  instituted;  thereby  making  localities 
responsible  for  supporting  the  Schools  of  Design. 

The  effect  of  this  change  of  policy  on  the  Belfast  School  of  Design  was  disastrous. 
Local  interest  in  its  work  was  insufficient  to  provide  adequately  for  its  support,  and  so 
it  closed  in  1854.  After  its  collapse,  drawing  classes  were  carried  on  in  connection  with 
the  Belfast  Academical  Institution,  but  it  was  not  until  1870  when  the  same  building 
was  re-opened  as  the  Government  School  of  Art  that  students  had  the  advantage  of 
a  public  art  school  again.  During  its  short  life  the  Belfast  School  of  Design  had  been  a 
good  influence;  even  if  it  had  missed  its  real  aim.  Many  local  architects  received  part 
of  their  training  there  and  some  of  its  students  eventually  entered  the  ranks  of  art  as 
professional  painters  or  sculptors.  And,  of  course,  recorded  for  posterity  in  the  files  of 
the  Great  Exhibition  is  Exhibitor  No.  338 — The  Belfast  School  of  Design!

OME  NOTES  ON  THE  DECLARATION  REVERSE  ON 

THE  COINS  OF  CHARLES  I

I  have  recently  been  studying  the  coinage  of  Charles  I  during  the  period  of  the 
Civil  War,  and  in  considering  the  reverse  relig  prot  leg  ang  lib  parl  found  on  the 
coins  of  the  Shrewsbury,  Oxford,  Bristol,  Exeter  and  Weymouth  mints  between  1642 
and  1646  I  became  interested  in  ascertaining  the  full  text  of  the  “declaration”. 

G.  C.  Brooke  in  “English  Coins”  refers  to  the  King’s  Declaration  at  Wellington, 
and  says  no  more,  other  than  that  the  Shrewsbury  mint  commenced  operations  in 
October  1642.  J.  J.  North  in  “English  Hammered  Coinage”  gives  the  same  informa¬ 
tion,  whilst  H.  W.  A.  Linecar,  in  “The  Crown  Pieces  of  Great  Britain”  mentions 
quite  clearly  the  “King’s  declaration  to  the  Privy  Council  at  Wellington,  Shropshire, 
on  the  19th  September  1642,  before  the  Civil  War  broke  out”.  In  this  statement,  he 
is  clearly  following  H.  A.  Grueber  in  his  “Handbook  of  Coins  of  Great  Britain  in  the 
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British  Museum”.  The  Seaby  Standard  Catalogue  also,  in  its  pages  on  Latin  legends, 
refers  to  a  declaration  to  the  Privy  Council  by  the  king  on  this  date. 

Faced  with  this  unanimity,  I  imagined  that  it  would  be  an  easy  task  to  trace  the 
declaration  in  the  Privy  Council’s  records,  only  to  discover  that  the  Privy  Council 
only  functioned  in  London  until  1646  (even  though  there  was  no  king  in  London  to 
be  privy  unto!),  and  also  to  find  no  trace  of  any  such  declaration  in  the  Privy  Council 
records.  It  thus  became  apparent  that  the  generally  accepted  opinion  was  not  correct. 
As  on  19th  September  1642  King  Charles  was  en  route  with  his  army  to  Shrewsbury 
from  Nottingham,  where  he  had  already  set  up  his  standard  in  opposition  to  Parlia¬ 
ment,  I  determined  to  find  out  if  anything  happened  on  the  date  of  19th  September. 
Gardiner,  in  his  “History  of  the  Great  Civil  War”  notes  that  a  speech  by  the  king  to 
his  troops  on  that  date  was  recorded  in  the  House  of  Lords  Journal  (p.  376),  and 
there  I  found  “His  Majesty’s  speech  and  Protestation  made  at  the  Head  of  his  Army, 
between  Stafford  and  Wellington,  the  19th  September  1642,  after  the  reading  of  his^ 
orders”.  It  was  read  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  29th  September,  and  certainly  con-^ 
tained  promises  to  “defend  and  maintain  the  true  Protestant  Religion  established  in 
the  Church  of  England  ...  to  govern  by  the  known  laws  of  the  land  .  .  .  and  to 
maintain  the  Just  Privileges  and  Freedom  of  Parliament”. 

In  fact,  although  the  wording  of  the  coins  does  include  some  of  the  main  points 
of  the  speech,  the  words  used  are  not  actually  as  clearly  defined  as  set  out  above,  but 
have  to  be  picked  out  from  other  statements  in  the  speech.  The  sentiments  expressed 
can  be  traced  further  back  to  the  message  sent  by  King  Charles  on  25th  August  1642 
from  Nottingham  to  both  Houses  of  Parliament,  when  he  made  a  last  attempt  to 
secure  a  treaty  “where  in  the  Matters  in  Difference  may  be  more  clearly  understood”. 
This  message  was  sent  by  the  hands  of  the  Earls  of  Southampton  and  Dorset,  Sir 
John  Culpeper  (Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer)  and  Sir  William  Udevall,  although 
Gardiner  records  that  Sir  John  Culpeper  was  in  fact  too  nervous  of  his  own  safety 
to  read  the  message,  and  merely  handed  it  in  silently  at  the  Bar  of  the  House. 

In  this  statement  (House  of  Lords  Journal  p.  326),  which  antedates  the  speech  on 
the  19th  September  to  the  troops  by  nearly  a  month,  King  Charles  promised  “that 
nothing  shall  be  wanting  on  Our  Part,  which  may  advance  the  true  Protestant 
Religion,  secure  the  Laws  of  the  Land,  confirm  all  just  Power  and  Privileges  of 
Parliament,  and  render  Us  and  Our  People  truly  happy  by  a  good  Understanding 
betwixt  Us  and  Our  Two  Houses  of  Parliament”.  It  seems  far  more  likely  that  the 
declaration  reverse  is  based  on  this  submission  of  25th  August,  and  was  intended  as 
a  propaganda  message  that,  as  well  as  stating  the  king’s  position,  shewed  that  th^ 
responsibility  of  the  commencement  of  fighting  should  be  laid  at  the  door  of  Parlia^ 
ment  in  refusing  to  accept  the  proposed  treaty.  It  would  then  be  only  natural  for  the 
king  to  repeat  what  was  obviously  in  his  mind. 

It  also  seems  that  the  use  of  the  declaration  on  the  coins  was  a  personal  decision 
of  King  Charles.  Gardiner  records  that  the  king  reached  Shrewsbury  on  20th  Sep¬ 
tember,  and  left  on  23rd  September,  having  presumably  summoned  Thomas  Bushell 
from  the  Aberystwyth  mint  to  Shrewsbury.  As  the  Shrewsbury  mint  only  operated 
from  October  to  December  1642,  and  all  its  coins  bear  the  declaration  reverse,  the 
declaration  may  well  have  been  used  to  differentiate  the  King’s  coinage  from  that  of 
Parliament,  who  of  course  controlled  the  Tower  Mint  and  still  issued  there  coins 
bearing  the  effigy  of  King  Charles.  The  declaration  is  therefore  linked  at  Shrewsbury 
with  the  king’s  visit;  the  Oxford  mint  commenced  in  1643,  and  at  this  time  the  king 
had  made  Oxford  his  headquarters,  and  all  Oxford  mint  coins  bear  the  declaration. 
Bristol  was  recaptured  by  the  Royalists  in  July  1643,  and  King  Charles  visited  it  on 
August  1st  of  that  year;  minting  of  coins  appears  to  have  begun  immediately,  and 
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again  all  coins  bear  the  declaration.  On  the  other  hand,  the  York  mint,  although 
working  from  1642,  did  not  ever  use  the  declaration,  nor  did  the  mint  at  Truro  under 
Sir  Richard  Vyvyan  use  the  declaration,  although  minting  here  commenced  in 
November  1642.  Even  when  Sir  Richard  moved  to  Exeter  in  September  1643, 
Exeter  mint  did  not  use  the  declaration  reverse  until  1644,  and  then  only  rarely.  The 
declaration  then  appears  to  be  almost  a  personal  royal  “signature”,  guaranteeing  at 
once  the  authenticity  of  the  coin  as  royalist  and  therefore  honourable  coinage,  and 
the  authenticity  of  Charles  himself  as  a  consistent  and  honourable  king. 

I  hope  that  these  notes  will  interest  anyone  who  tries  to  ascertain  the  story  behind 
this  well-known  slogan,  and  to  me  it  underlines  the  danger  of  accepting  unverified 
statements  by  numismatists  however  eminent  as  full  statements  of  fact.  In  con¬ 
clusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  J.  Fyles,  Senior  History  Master  at  Chigwell 
School,  for  his  assistance  in  the  research. 


DURHAM  PENNIES  OF  RICHARD  III  AND  HENRY  VH

The  rare  pennies  struck  at  Durham  for  Bishop  Sherwood  under  Richard  III 
and  under  Plenry  VII  share  the  distinction  of  having  an  ‘S’  on  the  king’s 
breast.  The  Richard  issue  has  the  initial  mark  lis  and  the  Henry  issue  has  a 
cross  pattee  but  neither  this  difference  nor  the  king’s  name  may  be  legible 
because  these  coins  were  badly  struck  on  small  flans.  For  this  reason  it  is  useful 
to  see  the  difference  between  the  crowns  on  the  respective  issues.  In  our  figures 
1  and  2  both  crowns  are  illustrated;  on  that  of  Richard  (fig.  1)  there  is  a  con¬ 
ventional  out-curving  fleur  at  the  ends  of  the  crown  band,  whilst  on  that  of 
Henry  (fig.  2)  the  crown  is  more  upright  so  that  the  effect  of  the  decorations 
along  its  length  is  to  produce  the  appearance  of  a  series  of  circular  holes  running 
across  above  the  band.  Other  illustrations  of  these  coins  will  be  found  for

OLD  COLLECTORS  NEVER  DIE

I  have  long  been  fascinated  by  personalities  in  numismatics,  and  in  particular  by 
the  great  nineteenth  century  collectors  of  the  English  series.  Evidence  that  my  general 
interest  is  more  widely  shared  is  provided  by  the  premium  accorded  to  coins  with  a 
pedigree — those  which  can  be  proved  to  have  passed  through  a  famous  collection.  For 
those  people — like  myself — who  cannot  afford  the  coins  themselves,  the  sale  cata¬ 
logues  of  the  collections  provide  a  satisfying  and  instructive  substitute.  Satisfying, 
inasmuch  as  the  whole  collection,  down  to  the  cabinets  in  which  it  is  housed,  is  laid 
out  in  front  of  the  reader  in  the  form  of  a  genuine  historical  document;  instructive  in 
so  far  as  it  affords  an  insight  into  the  collecting  tastes  of  the  individual  concerned. 
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It  was  the  habit  of  certain  collectors  in  the  nineteenth  century  to  annotate  their 
copy  of  a  catalogue  at  the  time  of,  or  shortly  after  the  sale,  for  use  as  a  personal  work 
of  reference.  Occasionally,  one  comes  across  these  ex  libris  copies,  and  they  can  provide 
valuable  contemporary  comment  on  the  nature  of  the  collection.  Previous  provenances 
are  sometimes  reattributed,  and  probable  pedigrees  noted  for  the  first  and  perhaps 
only  time;  in  these  cases,  the  catalogue  acts  as  a  useful  research  tool.  More  interesting, 
however,  are  the  odd  notes  which  throw  some  light  on  the  nature  of  the  owner  of  the 
collection  or  the  author  and  other  purchasers  at  the  sale.  Among  my  own  few  cata¬ 
logues  is  J.  S.  Henderson’s1  copy  of  the  Simpson  Rostron  collection,  sold  by  Sotheby, 
Wilkinson  and  Hodge  from  16-19  May  1892.  The  auctioneer  tells  us  in  his  introduc¬ 
tion  that: 

“The  principle  which  guided  the  collector,  and  the  object  he  had  in  view,  was  the 
formation  of  a  cabinet  of  English  coins  in  the  finest  state  of  preservation,  rather  than 
the  exhibition  of  a  complete  historical  series  .  .  .  The  foundation  of  the  collection  was 
made  at  the  Dymock2  and  Martin3  sales,  the  former  being  as  celebrated  for  the  beauty 
of  its  silver,  as  the  latter  was  remarkable  for  the  matchless  condition  of  its  gold  coins. 
Many  pieces  also  from  these  cabinets  were  afterwards  acquired  at  the  dispersion  of  the 
Murchison4,  Bergne5,  Hastings6,  Shepherd7  and  other  fine  collections,  and  not  a  few 
of  the  coins  are  believed  to  be  the  finest  specimens  known.” 

Henderson  adds  his  own,  rather  more  entertaining,  prefatory  note : 

“Mr.  Rostron  was  a  Barrister  of  the  Middle  Temple,  with  Chambers  at  1  Hare 
Court;  but,  being  possessed  of  a  large  fortune,  never  troubled  to  attain  to  any  great 
legal  eminence,  and  his  own  name,  consequently,  seldom  came  before  the  public.  Mr. 
Rostron  gave  as  his  reason  for  parting  with  his  beautiful  collection  the  fact  that  he  had 
lost  money  by  American  speculation ;  but  the  more  probable  reason  was  his  knowledge 
of  the  great  profits  obtainable  by  the  sale  of  his  coins  at  a  time  when  such  collectors  as 
Montagu8,  Murdoch9,  and  Richardson10  were  all  living,  and  in  keen  rivalry  for  the 
possession  of  any  specially  choice  specimens — and  willing  to  pay  the  most  extravagent 
prices  for  them.” 

Rostron  died  in  1907,  leaving  a  gross  estate  of  £159,000. 

The  annotator  makes  an  interesting  remark  concerning  the  circumstances  of  the 
addition  of  lot  25  to  Rostron’s  cabinet — a  penny  of  William  Rufus  of  Derby:  “Mr. 
Rostron  visited  the  Rev.  E.  J.  Shepherd  at  his  home,  at  Trotterscliffe,  Kent,  to  view 
his  collection;  and  this  rare  penny  was  given  him  as  a  “souvenir”  of  his  visit;  Mr. 
Shepherd  having  another  and  better  speciment,  which  he  retained.” 

The  reader  will  no  doubt  join  me  in  lamenting  the  fact  that  this  old-fashioned 
courtesy  has  long  since  died  out.  The  specimen  retained  by  Shepherd,  incidentally, 
did  not  appear  in  his  sale,  and  must  have  been  disposed  of  prior  to  his  death. 

The  reference  to  America  in  Henderson’s  preface  finds  an  echo  in  his  note  to  the 
proof  and  pattern  gold  and  silver  U.S.  pieces  of  lots  570-2  and  574-6,  which  records 
that  they  were  obtained  from  the  U.S.  Mint  by  Rostron  when  in  America,  presumably 
in  or  shortly  after  1862,  the  terminus  post  quern  provided  by  the  latest  piece.  Buying 
through  various  dealers,  Henderson  acquired  45  coins  at  the  sale  itself,  and  notes  a 
considerable  number  of  Rostron  pieces  which  were  purchased  later  on  the  dispersal 
of  their  subsequent  owners’  collections. 

An  occasional  note  of  rivalry  creeps  into  his  comments  on  coins  which  he  feels  to 
be  inferior  to  those  in  his  own  cabinet,  despite  the  auctioneer’s  claims,  viz.  lot  125,  a 
half  sovereign  of  Edward  VI  of  the  first  coinage  “stated  to  be  the  best  extant”,  but 
“ not  better  than  mine,  ex  Bergne,  Brice11  and  Montagu  collections.”  Lot  172,  a  milled 
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shilling  of  Elizabeth,  “in  brilliant  condition,  equal  to  a  proof,  and  perhaps  the  finest 
known”,  against  which  Henderson  notes  “for  Lady  Buckley.12  Extremely  fine;  but  not 
better  than  my  (Bentham13)  specimen”. 


Lot  199  is  a  crown  of  James  I,  which  Henderson  regards  as  “A  magnificent  coin, 
quite  matchless.  It  is  the  finest  coin  of  this  reign  extant  (now  mine)”.  Even  if  we  regard 
such  a  claim  as  a  possible  exaggeration  of  the  truth — the  natural  tendency  of  an  owner 
to  overpraise  the  merits  of  his  own  particular  coin — it  must  nevertheless  be  worth 
extracting  from  the  trays  on  the  next  visit  to  the  Fitzwilliam. 


The  most  intriguing  comment  of  all,  however,  is  reserved  for  the  closing  pages  of 
the  catalogue:  lot  630  is  described  by  the  auctioneer  as  a  large  paper  copy  of  the 
Durrant14  sale,  “enriched  by  a  profusion  of  remarks  showing  under  what  circum¬ 
stances  different  specimens  were  obtained”.  It  was  sold  to  Spink  for  £18,  a  remarkable 
price  at  a  sale  in  which  a  Una  and  the  Lion  £5  piece,  FDC ,  fetched  £11-10.  The 
apparent  anomaly  is  explained  by  Henderson’s  manuscript  note: 


“This  catalogue  was  profusely  annotated  by  Rev.  T.  F.  Dymock,  and  recorded  all 
the  thefts  perpetrated  by  Col.  Durrant;  who,  though  a  wealthy  man,  was  a  most 
notorious  ‘coin  thief’  and  ‘exchanger’  at  sales.  Murdoch  commissioned  Spink  to  buy 
it  ‘at  a  reasonable  price’,  but  afterwards  refused  to  pay  the  enormous  price  given,  as 
it  remained  on  Spink’s  hands.  Mr.  Spink  kindly  lent  it  me,  and  permitted  me  to  copy 
all  the  notes  into  my  own  copy  of  the  Durrant  catalogue  in  1892”. 


It  is  fascinating  to  consider  how  many  coins  with  a  Durrant  provenance  are  sitting 
innocently  in  collectors’  trays,  with  an  impressive  pedigree  prior  to  1847  hitherto 
unrecorded  on  the  ticket.  We  shall  never  know  the  answer,  unless  the  catalogue,  or 
Henderson’s  copy,  turns  up.  If  this  brief  article  can  stimulate  a  search,  who  knows 
what  else  might  emerge? 


NOTES 


1  James  Stewart  Henderson.  Although  not  one  of  the  better  known  names  in  English  numis¬ 
matics — because  his  own  collection  never  passed  through  the  saleroom — Henderson  was 
nevertheless  a  collector  of  great  judgement  and  taste,  and  many  of  the  most  finely  preserved 
specimens  of  English  coins  found  their  way  into  his  cabinet.  On  his  death  in  1933,  his 
collection  was  bequeathed  to  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum.

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A  NOTE  ON  THE  INSULAR  ELEMENT  IN  THE  1934 

LUDWISZCZE  HOARD 

By  Michael  Dolley,  M.R.I.A. 

With  a  promptitude  as  commendable  as  breathtaking,  the  late  Dr  Richard 
Gaettens  published  within  a  year  of  its  discovery  this  quite  remarkable  Viking- 
age  treasure  from  near  Kobrin  some  twenty-five  miles  to  the  east  of  Brest 
Litovsk  in  what  was  then  Poland  but  now  forms  part  of  the  U.S.S.R 
(R.  Gaettens,  Der  Fund  von  Ludwiszcze ,  Halle,  1934).  A  total  of  651 
coins  was  involved  with  concealment  presumed  to  have  taken  place  early 
in  the  seventh  decade  of  the  eleventh  century.  The  publication  seems  not 
to  have  been  noticed  by  English  numismatists  at  the  time,  but  deserves  wider 
recognition1.  Claimed  by  the  author  as  Irish  and  English  were  nine  pennies 
(op.  cit.,  p.  12),  though  in  point  of  fact  only  eight  are  listed  and  illustrated  (ibid., 
pp.  99  &  100  and  plate  1 1),  and  one  suspects  that  initially  there  may  have  been 
confusion  with  one  of  the  Danish  coins  of  English  type.  Thanks  to  the  generosity 
of  illustration,  however,  it  is  possible  to  offer  a  few  comments  with  the  hind¬ 
sight  afforded  by  a  whole  generation  of  increasingly  intensive  research  into  the 
two  insular  series,  a  state  of  affairs  the  more  fortunate  against  the  background  of 
the  hoard’s  purchase  by  a  private  collector  and  subsequent  dispersal. 

The  single  Hiberno-Norse  penny  (no.  298)  seems  to  be  correctly  read  and 
attributed.  A  die-duplicate  has  since  turned  up  in  the  1942  hoard  from  Hall- 
sarve  in  the  Gotland  parish  of  Nar  (G.  Hatz,  Handel  und  Verkehr  zzvischen  dent 
Deutschen  Reich  und  Schweden  in  der  spaten  Wikingerzeit ,  Stockholm,  1974,  p. 
231,  no.  360),  and  is  in  the  Royal  Coin  Cabinet  and  National  Museum  of 
Monetary  History  at  Stockholm.  The  coins  are  of  TEthelraed  II’s  Last  Small 
Cross  type  in  Sihtric’s  name,  and  the  relatively  unblundered  legends  include 
both  the  Dublin  ethnic  and  the  Dublin  mint-signature,  while  the  name  of  the 
moneyer  begins  ngr  .  .  .  instead  of  the  more  familiar  ndr  .  .  .  (cf.  B.  E.  Hilde¬ 
brand,  Anglosachsiska  rnynt ,  2nd  edn,  Stockholm,  1881,  p.  488,  nos.  66-71  etc.) 

As  regards  the  two  English  coins  attributed  to  TEthelraed  II  (nos.  299  and 
300),  neither  identification  can  be  sustained.  The  first  is  an  imitative  piece 
perhaps  Scandinavian,  while  the  second  seems  certainly  to  belong  to  an  even 
cruder  series  of  imitations  conceivably  struck  in  the  lands  immediately  to  the 
south  of  the  Baltic.  Also  imitative  and  non-insular  is  the  first  (no.  301)  of  the 
two  coins  given  to  Cnut,  and  we  are  afforded  yet  another  indication  of  the  eager¬ 
ness  with  which  international  scholarship  awaits  publication  of  Dr.  Brita 
Maimer’s  already  far-advanced  corpus  of  Scandinavian  imitations  in  the  Royal 
Coin  Cabinet  at  Stockholm,  a  work  which  should  enable  a  proportion  at  least  of 
these  ‘barbarous’  pieces  to  be  dated  and  geographically  located  with  a  pre¬ 
cision  which  at  present  escapes  us.  With  the  second  Cnut  penny  which  is  of 
Short  Cross  type  (no.  302)  we  are  on  firmer  ground — even  if  BEH  Cnut  3346 
cited  as  a  parallel  for  the  legend  of  the  reverse  is  in  fact  an  Arm-and- Sceptre 
penny  of  Harthacnut  with  the  hypocoristic  form  of  the  royal  name.  Again  the 
coin  is  no  longer  unique — the  late  W.  C.  Wells,  also,  in  the  1943  instalment  of 
his  monumental  British  Numismatic  Journal  listing  of  coins  of  the  Stamford 
mint,  was  not  to  know  that  a  die-duplicate  would  turn  up  that  very  year  in  the 
Haagerup  find  from  Denmark  ( SCBI  Copenhagen,  Cnut  3655). 

The  Harold  I  Jewel  Cross  penny  by  the  Salisbury  moneyer  Godwine  (no. 
304),  on  the  other  hand,  would  seem  to  be  a  die-duplicate  of  BEH  Harold  845, 
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though  the  Fleur-de-lis  penny  of  the  same  king  by  the  Lincoln  moneyer  Sumer- 
lid  (no.  303)  is  not  in  fact  a  duplicate  of  BEH  Harold  456  but  mules  the  obverse 
of  BEH  Harold  455  with  the  reverse  of  BEH  Harold  457 — at  this  point  H.  R. 
Mossop,  The  Lincoln  Mint ,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  1970  appears  to  nod 
inasmuch  as  the  coins  illustrated  as  PL  LXII,  9  &  11  assuredly  are  not  from  the 
same  obverse  die.  Finally  there  is  the  Sovereign/ Eagles  penny  of  Edward  the 
Confessor  (no.  305)  which  Dr.  Gaettens  assigned  to  the  mint  of  Hertford  on  the 
basis  of  an  interpretation  of  the  reverse  legend  as  -f  blacr  on  hetforv.  In 
reality  the  coin  reads  -f  blacr  on  detforv,  and  so  is  to  be  compared  with  a 
British  Museum  coin  with  the  same  reading  but  not  from  the  same  dies  (cf. 
R.  A.  G.  Carson,  ‘The  Mint  of  Thetford’,  Numismatic  Chronicle ,  1949,  pp.  189- 
236,  and  more  particularly  p.  224,  no.  82  and  pi.  xiii,  9).  Blac(e)r(e)  is,  of 
course,  a  well-attested  Thetford  moneyer  at  this  period,  and  unknown  for 
Hertford.  From  the  German  point  of  view  the  coin  is  critical.  Struck  on  any 
telling  no  earlier  than  the  autumn  of  1056,  it  affords  essential  corroboration  of 
Dr.  Gaettens’  insistence  on  the  chronological  validity  of  the  hoard’s  Frisian 
element,  and  certainly  an  Irish  student  who  has  just  celebrated  the  silver  jubilee 
of  his  work  with  the  great  Swedish  coin-hoards  sees  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
Ludwiszcze  hoard  was  concealed  just  about  the  year  1060  or  only  a  very  little 
later. 


1  Dr.  Gaettens’  publication  is  cited,  of  course,  by  Dr.  Potin  of  the  Hermitage  Museum 
in  his  various  listings  of  Russian  hoards  with  Western  European  coins — see  particularly 
in  this  case  his  paper  on  the  relationship  of  hoards  and  settlements  (V.  M.  Potin, 
‘Nakhodki  zapadnoevropeiskikh  monet  na  territorii  Drevnei  Rusi  i  drevnerusskie 
poseleniy’,  Numismatika  i  epigrafika,  III  (1962),  pp.  183-211)  where  the  Ludwiszcze 
hoard  is  cited  as  no.  182  on  p.  207  and  rightly  set  in  the  context  of  the  watershed 
between  the  rivers  Muchavec  and  Bug.  The  very  full  bibliography  suggests  that  since 
1934  there  has  been  no  significant  discussion  of  the  coins  in  the  Western  literature.

A  Justin  I  follis  of  Antioch  without  officinae.  In  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Collection  ^ 
exists  a  follis  of  Justin  I,  mint  of  Antioch  (D.O.C.,  46)  on  which  reverse  side  the  officinae  letter 
is  illegible.  According  to  a  recent  discovery  in  my  collection,  which  is  a  very  fine  specimen, 

I  have  verified  that  it  is  without  officinae.  Under  these  circumstances  and  in  compliance  with 
the  follies  of  Thessalonica  (D.O.C.,  23)  issued  in  518-527  and  which  also  have  been  verified  to  be 
without  officinae  letter,  I  arrive  to  the  absolute  conclusion  that  follies  of  Antioch  have  circulated 
at  the  same  period. 

Obv.  [dni]  vstin  vsppavcs  Bust  right  with  cross  on  head.  Rev.  Large  M  between  crosses; 

above  cross;  beneath  exergue  line  and  underneath  mint  mark  antx  13,15  grammes  f  ,

Aberystwyth  Mint  after  1642.  Referring  to  the  article  by  G.  C.  Boon  (Nov.  Bulletin ),  the 
suggestions  that  Thomas  Bushell  used  Aberystwyth  silver  following  his  leaving  Bristol  to  sojourn 
in  north  Devon  and  Lundy,  and  not  Combe  Martin  silver,  historically  is  just  flimsy  supposition, 
such  as  the  reference  “Lundy  could  enjoy  rapid  communication  by  sea  with  Aberystwyth”, 
which  is  not  historically  true.  Morrison’s  history  is  much  more  authentic  and  Bushell’s  use  of 
Coombe  Martin  silver  can  be  safely  assumed  based  on  the  history  of  Combe  Martin  silver  mines, 
and  the  letter  of  Charles  I  to  Incledon  Webber. — Wyndham  S.  Boundy,  Author ,  Bushell  & 
Harman  of  Lundy. 

Canadian  rarity  found.  The  discovery  of  the  third  known  1911  Canadian  dollar  coin 
has  been  reported  by  Major  Sheldon  S.  Carroll,  chief  curator  of  the  Bank  of  Canada  National 
Currency  collection  in  Ottawa.  The  two  known  examples  of  this  pattern  coin  w'ere  struck  in 
silver;  there  are  no  Mint  records  to  indicate  how  many  strikes  were  taken  from  the  pattern  dies. 
The  newly  found  piece,  however,  is  struck  on  a  lead  planchet.  The  coin  was  reported  found 
while  preparations  were  being  made  for  the  move  of  part  of  the  Department  of  Supply  and 
Services  out  of  the  East  block  of  the  Parliament  buildings,  Major  Carroll  reported.  A  brown 
paper  parcel  containing  the  coin  was  found  in  a  vault,  where  it  had  apparently  lain  in  the  vault 
floor,  unnoticed,  for  more  than  65  years,  Major  Carroll  said.  Carroll  said  that  the  coin  had  been^j 
placed  into  the  National  Currency  collection  of  the  Bank  of  Canada.  Of  the  other  two  known^P 
pieces  of  the  coin,  Carroll  said,  one  is  located  in  the  Royal  Mint  in  London.  The  other  piece, 
in  the  John  McKay  Clements  collection,  was  sold  in  1976  for  $1 10,000,  an  unheard-of  price  for 
any  Canadian  numismatic  item  up  to  that  time. — Coin  World,  Nov.  30th. 

M.P.  urges  new  coins.  Chancellor  Mr.  Denis  Healey  is  being  urged  to  review  the  size, 
and  nature  of  Britain’s  coinage  because  of  the  decline  in  the  value  of  the  pound.  The  call  comes 
from  Greville  Janner,  Labout  M.P.  for  Leicester  West,  who  has  also  tabled  Commons  questions 
asking  the  Chancellor  whether  he  will  introduce  25p  and  £1  coins. 

“The  time  has  now  come  to  review  our  entire  coinage,”  Mr.  Janner  said  today.  “The 
Jubilee  Crown  was  a  great  success  as  a  souvenir.  The  crown  should  now  be  introduced  as  part 
of  our  permanent  coinage  system.  And  a  £1  piece  would  be  of  considerable  convenience.”  The 
M.P.  stressed  that  the  old  sixpence  (or  2fp  piece)  has  gone  and  there  is  no  coin  between  lOp 
and  50p — or  above  50p. 

“Perhaps  the  5p  piece  should  be  reduced  to  the  size  and  shape  of  the  old  threepenny  bit; 
the  10p  piece  to  that  of  the  current  5p;  the  crown  to  that  of  the  1  Op ;  and  the  £\  piece  to  that  of 
the  present  crown.  “We  would  all  take  a  while  to  get  used  to  the  new  currency — but  in  the  long 
run,  the  convenience  to  shopper  and  shopkeeper  alike  would  be  enormous,”  said  Mr.  Janner. — 
Manchester  Evening  News ,  Nov.  15 th.

Ashmolean  Museum’s  new  exhibition.  The  Von  Halle  collection  of  ancient  Chinese 
coins,  on  display  in  the  Eastern  Art  Department  of  the  Ashmolean  this  month,  is  a  welcome 
addition  to  the  smaller  collection  previously  owned  by  the  museum  and  of  great  interest  to 
coin  specialists.  But  the  exhibition  has  also  some  interest  for  the  layman  because  it  attempts 
to  set  out  simply  the  broad  developments  in  Chinese  coinage  over  25  centuries. 

The  earliest  coins  found  are  flattened  and  pierced  cowrie  shells.  Copies  of  these  shells, 
made  in  bone,  ivory,  stone  or  other  kinds  of  shell,  were  also  used  as  coins  at  various  times. 
Other  coins  called  “Spade”  money  because  of  the  derivation  of  their  shape  from  an  ancient 
implement  with  a  hollow  handle  and  blade,  or  “Knife”  money  from  a  sickle-bladed  knife, 
were  made  of  metal  and  the  place  of  minting  was  usually  stamped  on  the  flat  area,  thus 
beginning  records  of  coinage.  About  250  b.c.  circular  metal  coins  became  general  and  authorised, 
although  such  coins  had  been  used  even  earlier  but  not  of  standard  weight  and  they  had  other 
variations.  Their  new  standardisation  ensured  that  such  coins  became  adopted  as  currency  by 
221  b.c.  In  the  exhibition  are  also  some  fascinating  forgeries  and  other  kinds  of  money  minted 
over  the  centuries. — Oxford  Maif  Nov.  22nd.
